They look at it, and think that stupidity is Heaven. 
And having brought the people into this superstition, 
the pulpit broods over it like a Mghtmare. There are 
clergymen, it is true, who lead the public mind, but 
they do it through the press. They throw off their 
shackles when they appear in The Christian Examiner 
or The North American. The sin of this pulpit in 
Music Hall is that it promotes thinking. 

Intellectual culture is very well, but it is not 
enough. With its advancement crimes of force dis¬ 
appear, but crimes of the intellect increase, and men 
cheat more on the.Stoek Exchange. The speaker then 
proceeded to discuss the character of priesthood. It 
is not possible that a class of men thus set apart 
shall know life, for they see hut little of it. TMs soci- 
ety is based upon the early idea of Christian preach¬ 
ing. Men come here because they hear the truths of 
the time. They don’t go to a caucus in Faneuil Hall 
for example’s sake. A man goes there because his 
heart is there half an hour before he gets there. He 
goes because livMg men are there, to make his cradle 
safer.
